1. Claims 1-19 are avowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

2. As to claims 1 and 19 , 

References Carter has been made of record as teaching: 

■ Dividing images into sets that a pattern would be applied to, wherein each 
image is divided into columns 

However, none of the prior art teaches or suggests: 

■ Applying a pattern to each base image to divide each base image into a 
plurality of cells having regions as much the number of base images, wherein 
each cell is assigned to a different base image and the regions in each cell 
are arranged in a non-linear pattern, as presently claimed.
